Policy of Ireland 


London.—The release of the Irish 
prisoners was by direct order of Gen- 
eral Sir Neville McCready, and marks 
the-beginning of an entire change in 
the Irish policy, according to a prom- 
Inently displayed statement in the. 
Daily Mail. 

‘When it became clear some time 
ago, says the paper, that the policy 
of repression was leading to dissatis- 
factions, the premier decided to 
change the policy, and, if tlecessary 
get rid of men associated with the old 
regime. He suddenly and without 
warning told J. I. McPherson, chief 
secretary for Ireland, that he was to 
be moved to the pensions ‘ministry, 
and appointed General McCready in 
command of the troops without con- 
sulting the Irish office. General Mc- 
Cready, adds the Mail, was instructed 
to inaugurate a new policy of concil- 
tation and was given a free hand. In 
other words, he was to supersede the 
existing heads of the government in 
Treland. : 

“When General McCready arrived in 
Nublin, he ordered the release of the

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In ‘debaling the development of nat- 
ural-resources in the house of com- 
mons, Major D, L. Redmond, Calgary, 
said he had no use for’ the general 
id@Wput forth by Socialists about 


state control, but he believed the gov- 
ernemnt could do some very useful 
and valuable work in taking hold of 
soine scheme to sce that the natural 
resources were developed along right 
and proper lines, 

Major Redman urged a definite 
government policy’ of co-operation in 
the development of natural resources, 
Scientific research along this line 
should be encouraged in every pos- 
sible way and no policy of “penny 
wise and pound foolish” should be 
allowed to interfere with the sound 
development of the country’s resour- 
ces. Until some definite decision was 
made -about handing over the coun- 
try’s natural resources to the provin- 
ces, responsibility for the development 
of these rested on the Dominion gov- 
ernment, said Major Redman, and ev- 
en if the responsibility was delegated 
to the- provinces later on, there re- 
mained to the Dominion government 
a useful field for controlling the stand- 
ardization and providing. for the ex- 
port of commodities. Such matters 
as exchange came within that scope. 

Major Redman spoke at length on 
the natural resources of Alberta. The 
Dominion government, he said, ought 
to co-operate by assisting scientific 
research into the possible utilization 

Sow grade iron and coal, If these 


could ii made marketable, all would 
benefit. There was plenty of good 
coal in Alberta, he said, if railway 
rates could be modified to enable Al- 
berta to compete for eastern trade 
and in this connection, Major Red- 
man, supported an application which 
was pending before the railway com- 
mission for a reduction in the rates 
on coal from Alberta during the sum- 
mer months to permit the mines -be- 
ing kept going uniformly 12 months 
in the year and to permit of the mov- 
in of coal traffic at a season when 
freight cars were available. 

W. A. Buchanan, Lethbridge, spoke 
on the coal deposits of the west. He 
stated that 87 per cent. of the coal 
in Canada was to be found in Al- 
berta and though it might be difficult 


to get this coal into the provinces 


of Ontario and Quebec, it would be 
worth the while of these provinces 
to encourage its production for use in

Growing Interest In 
Western Canada Farms 


Settlers From U. 8. Are Welcomed 
In True Community 
Spirit 

Increased interest in western Can- 
ada farm lands in many parts of the 
United States, and_ bright prospects 
for-a big influx of American settlers, 
to the prairie provinces of Canada this 
season, are reported by the vanguard 
of new farmers from across the line. 

To some extent the interest is due 
to the abnormally high price of lands 
prevailing in the States and in a larg- 
er to the hospitable treatment of flie 
newly arrived settlers by people © of 
the communities in which they have 
located. Land prices in Western 
Canada, while cheaper in comparison 
with those-in the United States, give 
the purchasers as good, and in many 

es, much better land, as well as 
eat saving of capital. 

Near Dwight, Illinois, for instance, 
land. that. sold for $40 an acre twenty 
years ago is today selling for $600 
an acre, An English syndicate owns 
a large estate of 50,000 acres near to 
Dwight, and has been renting it at 
$10 an acre, Lately the rental has 
been increased to $25, with the result 
that many tenants *are vastly dissatis- 
fied and are bent on making a change, 
Naturally they have turned their at- 
tention to Canada,.as a country where 
they can make permanent homes for 
themselves, and where their children 
will not have to face the problem of 
high rents of land, Purchasing land 
at $600 an acre is, of course, out of 
the question for Practically all of 
them, 

Some of these Illinois fareners pur- 
chased in Manitoba’and Saskatchewan 
last year. They were loth to leave 
their old homes and seek their for- 
ttnes in a new land, as they felt they 
vould be amongst strangers, who in 
no way. would be interested in their 
welfare. They were surprised and de- 
lighted, however, on arrival to be met 
at the stations by the people of the 
communities in which they had decid- 
ed to locate, who welcomed them to 

Wieir new homes and served them 
with sandwiches and coffee, Their 
homes had‘been heated up by these 
cordial neighbors, hay had been haul- 
ed into the barns for their stock and 
in one case a.community social was 
held in the church to make them feel 
at home and to give them an oppor- 
tunity of at once becoming acquainted 
with their neighbors. These settlers 
are now sending enthusiastic Ictters 
to their friends back in Illinois and 
Jowa, telling them of conditions as 
they have found’ them and -urging 
them to come to Canada and estab- 
lish homes here.

The report of the Commissiorier of 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police, 
A, Bowen Perry, will be the last of 
its kind, as the designation of the 
body of men has been changed to the 


The Future of 
Durum Wheat in 
_ Western Canada 
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The word Durum is not applied tthe presence on the market of consid« 


merely to a variety of wheat, but to 
a group of varieties which differ from 


Royal Dominion Mounted Police. The ,¢tch other almost as much as the 


report is for the year ending Septem- 
ber 3, 1919. The old force has now 
become the sole federal police force 
of the Dominion, its authorized 
strength having been increased from 
1,200 men to 2,500. 


Its duties have been defined as fol- 
lows: (a) The enforcement of federal 
laws; (b) The patrolling and: protec- 
tion of the international boundary 
line; (c) the-enforcement of all ord- 
ers-in-council passed under the “War 
Measures” Act, for protection_of pub- 
lic safety; (d) generally to aid and as- 
sist.the civil powers in the preserva: 
tion of law and order wherever the 
government of Canada may direct. 


In the course of his report Commis- 
sioner Perry touches on these duties 
as follows: To patrol the international 
boundary for the purpose of assisting 
the customs and immigration officials; 
to maintain law and order amongst 
the-Indians on their reserves, and es- 
pecially to prevent the use of intoxi- 
cants; to supervise the mining and in- 
dustrial areas; to watch the ecttle- 
ments of enemy nationalities and 
foreigners whose sentiments might be 
disloyal and attitude antagonistic; and 
to enforce law and order in the north- 
west territories and Yukon territory, 
and in the national parks where the 
| force is the sole authority, 

The new force also tool over from 
the Dominion Police the duties of 
registration and controlling of alien 
enemies, the enforcement of the Mili- 
tary Service Act, the maintenance of 
the secret service and the- protection 
of the navy yards at Esquimalt. Nat- 
urally, some of these duties since the 
cessation of the war have ceased to 
be effective. The report points out 
that “the general situation in west- 
ern Canada during the past year has 
caused. anxiety. The war left the 
world normally, physically and mater- 
ially, exhausted, and unrest. every- 
where, Canada has not escaped. Sec- 
tions of our population have been af- 
fected and as a result, gome of the 
strikes have hada. sinister purpose 
although probably not realized by 
many who took part. The most seri- 
ous was the Winnipeg strike which 
occurred last May and which led to 
sympathetic ‘strikes in. Brandon, Sas- 
katoon, Edmonton, Calgary and Van- 
couver.” * 

Remarking that during the war en- 
emey aliens in the Dominion gave no 
cause for anxiety, compare tively few 
of them being internea, the commis- 
sioner reports as follows: “Before the 
war, many had been employed in rail- 
way construction which ceased when 
the war broke out, and these people 
sought employment in the large in- 
dustrial centres and filled the places 
of our fighting men. They, as well as 
all foreigners, reccived the most con-

various sorts of ordinary wheat. The 


Durum varieties have, however, sev- 
eral characteristics in common, They 
are usually bearded and have short, 
compact heads; the straw is rather 
weak; the kernels are extremely large 
and, as a rtile, exceptlonally hard. 
Most or all of the Durum yarlettes 
are more resistent to drought than 
ordinary wheats. This does not mean, 
however, that they will produce a2 
good crop under very adverse condi- 
tions. Some -of them show a goog 
deal of resistance to rust, though they 
vary considerably in this respect. In 
the bread-making qualities of the flour 
made from Durum varietles, there are 
very large variations. Some of these 
varieties, such as Kubanka, are excel- 
lent for bread-making, ‘while others, 
the majority perhaps, are decidedly 
inferior, The flour fs-usually of a yel- 
low color, sometimes bright and pleas- 


Others dull and unattractive, It is ob- 
vious, therefore, that if one decides 
to grow Durum wheat, the choice of 
the particular varicty to be sown is 
not a matter of indifference, 

The objections to the best varieties 
of Durum wheat arises not only from 
the yellow color of the flour, ‘(a shade 
which. is not fashionable at present), 
but to the extreme hardness of the 
kernels. Durum wheat in pure con- 
dition cannotvbe ground into flour by 
exactly the same system as ordinary 
wheat, and if the miller has to. deal 
with a mixture of Durum wheat and 


ed is very troublesome, 


ing a8 in the case of Kubanka, and in 


erable quantities of Durum. 

The yellow color of the flour is 
an objection the seriousness of which 
can easily be exaggerated. Provided, 
as in the case of Kubanka, the color 
is bright, It is hard to imagine that 
the public would refuse to purchase 
the flour. The usual. derhand, how- 
ever, is for white flour, and for yel- 
low butter, even if {t has to be artl- 
ficially colored. Of course the pub- 
lic is not very logical in setting these 
standards, but those who grow wheat 
for sale must bear In mind the wishes 
of the consumers. 

In the northwestern United States 
there was a hard strugle before 
Durum “wheat became established as 
a recognized and profitable article of 
commerce, Probably a similar struggle 
will occur in Canada, and those who 
are ploneers in the growing of Dur 
um wheat may very likely. find it un- 
profitable, though it seems almost cere 
tain that ultimately Durum varieties 
will be more remunerative to farmers 
in the southern portions of Alberta. 
and Saskatchewan than the varieties 
which are now usually grown there. 

It is difficult to advise farmers what 
should be done at present, So long 
as there is a Sood demand for Durum 
wheat for seed purposes all will go 
well, but it will be a different matter 
when attempts are made to sell the 
wheat in the ordinary way for milling.

Population of B.C. 


Interesting Figures Have Been Made 
Public by the Government ~ 


“Interesting figures dealing with the 
centers of population in British Col- 
umbia have been made public by the 
government. They show that the mu- 
nicipal-area of the 35 cities and 28 dis- 
tricts in the province comprises 945,- 
208.46 acres or 1476.89 square miles, 
and contains a population of 374,980. 
This area is less than half of one 
per cent. of the total surface of the 
province and contains approximately 
86 per cent, of the whole population. 
The remaining 9914 per cent. of area 
comprises the unorganized territory 
administered by the provinclal gov- 
ernment and the remaining 14 per 
cent. of the population include the In- 
dians, who are exempt from taxation. 


Last Year's Immigration Figures 


During the Calender year 1919, a 
total of 117,633 immigrants entered 
Canada. During January and Febru- 
ary of the present year 8,816 more im- 
migrants came to the Dominion, In 
the period from 1892 to December 31, 
1919, the total number of immigrants 
entering Canada was 3,730,521. No 
statistics of immigration from this 
country - are available from the de- 
partment of immigratlon° and colon- 
ization, :

The premises, which will include a 
slaughter house, packing plant and 
cold storage accommodation, will dif- 
fer from other local abattoirs, in that 
it will be available for use to indiv- 
{dual butchers and farmers for person- 
al use in. slaughtering stock, the com- 
pany tendering the options of pur- 
chasing the product, selling it on com- 
mission and storing it in their cold 
storage plant. : 

A power plant on the premises, to- 
gether with refrigcrator and storage 
accommodation will make it possible 
for the company to begin operations 
in the near future.

Not only—te there a 
large field:to draw from in the ranch- 
ing country to the north and west 
in the province, but also a conelder- 
able portion of the atock from Al- 
berta passes through this city om its 
way to castern markets, a fact which 
greatly facilitates the purchasing end 
‘of the packing business.

Horse Business 
The pamphlet of the Nor’west farm- 
er just published, contains some inter- 
esting information for horsemen. 


Horses from this continent are go- 
ing to Great Britain. Buyers from 
France, Belgitm and even- Japan. are 
over here now looking over the situ- 
ation. In Germany the farmers are 
forced to use any animal they may 
have to do their work. Nearly every 
European country is shy of horses, 

It is reported that as soon as the 
exchange rate becomes more nearly 
normal, that these countries will be- 
gin to place orders here. 

Here is an extract of the Weckly 
‘Bulletin of the Department of Trade 
and Commece, March 15th, 1920: 

“Bristol, England, Feb. 17, 1920. — 
Investigations have been made into 
the present market for horses in this 
district, The position scems to be 
that as far as light horses and heavy 
horses with thick, ~well-feathered legs 
such as Clydesdales, Shires, cte., are 
concerned, there is no demand for 
Canadian horses. Many horses, how- 
ever, which were imported from Can- 
ada for war purposes were disposed of 
by the government in this country 
with the result that the heavy horscs 
with clean limbs have become very 
popular, as it is found that, as com- 
pared with the animal with heavily- 
haired legs, which catches so much 
dirt and grease, they do not require 
so much cleanfhg and are quite as 
suitable for many branches of work. 
There are therefore good possibilities 
for the importing of heavy clean-limb- 
ed horses, such as Percherons from 
Canada. . 

The prices at present are very high | 
and range on the average from £125! 
to £250 per horse. 

If any Canadian is in a position to 
ship these horses to this country they 
would likely find a good demand, pro- 
vided of course that the shipments 
were made gradually so as not to 
flood the market. 

On hearing from a Canadian ship- 
per this office will_be glad to put him 
in touch with a horse dealer who has 
been in the trade for many years and 
has customers in various parts of the 
United Kingdom. He would be pre- 
pared to handle the horses, and prob- 
ably, if necessary, be willing to go or 
;send some one to Canada to select 
the horses most suitable for this mar- 
ket.” 

On ‘this continent, what do we see? 

In the few states of the American 
Union where formerly a surplus of 
‘horses was being produced, they have 
not been breeding; in fact, many of 
their mates have not produced a colt 
for two or three years. They were 
making more moncy, raising grain and 
producing meats for the allicd coun- 
tries. 

In the United States today there 
are fewer young horses in propor- 
tion to the total than at any time 
in the history of the country. This 
means that there is sure to be a scar- 
city of good young horses suitable 
for use in 1921, 21, 22, 23 and 24, with 
1a certainty gf much higher prices, 

Of the 21 million ‘horses now on 
farms and ranches in the United 
States, less than five million are of 
distinct types well calculated to do 
their particular job in life. This makes 
it easier for the tractor prope to sell 
their machines; a good engine against 
a poor-horse.” Despite this, Prof. W. 
F. Handschin, chicf of the depart- 
ment of farm organization and man- 
agement, at the University of Illin- 
ois, declares that, after seven years 
cost studies on Illinois farms, that 
mechanical power, even on large 
farms has not displaced more than 20 
per cent. of the horses used.
